This large amount 
of American cash coming into the province 
is_a yeritable boom to the people and Gov- 
ernment, both of whom are now more pros- 
perous than at any time in their history. 

It is quite obvious that the millions 
of dollars being invested in British Co- 
lombian timber lands by men who have 
made their money in lumber manufac- 
turing enterprises in portions of this 
country where the timber supply has 
been overworked, expect to have returns 
from their investments. Those returns 
are to come either in an enhanced price 
for their timber holdings or from a cut- 
ting of the lumber for sale in the United 
States. No one thing would tend to en- 
hance the value of the holdings more 
than the removal of the duty upon lum- 
ber imported into the United States, 
but “farmers” who may have been per- 
suaded to swallow the arguments for 
free lumber circulated upon literature 
of the “National Forest Conservation 
League” of Minneapolis would discover 
that they could not buy lumber one cent 
cheaper than before the duty was re- 
moved. 

The lumber schedule in the present 
tariff revision is one of its biggest wood- 
piles—a woodpile swarming with possi- 
bilities.

THE NEW ENGLAND SPIRIT. 

Upon many occasions the MANUFAC- 
TURERS’ Recorp has been pleased to note 
the spirit of determination of New Eng- 
land making the most of opportunity 
and frequently turning difficulties into 
actual advantages. Now and then a 
note of pessimism about the industrial 
future is heard from that quarter, but 
the recent gathering of New England 
Governors at Boston was in itself suffi- 
cient evidence of the absence of occa- 
sion for hopelessness of any kind. That 
such occasion shall not arise is promised 
in the many activities revealing a 
healthy dissatisfaction with existing 
conditions and a purpose to improve 
them. One of these is the publication 
by the information bureau of the Bos- 
ton & Maine Railroad of a booklet of 
more than 130 pages, entitled “What 
New Hampshire Offers Business Men in 
the Way of Business Opportunities.” 
This publication deals specifically with 
conditions in the 10 counties and the 
235 cities and towns of the State, and 
no man reading it can be an entire 
stranger in any place he may visit in 
New Hampshire. This booklet suggests 
that, though some of the railroad sys 
tems of the South are doing exceedingly 
valuable work of like kind for the bene- 
fit of territories tributary to them, that 
particular line of publicity for the South 
is still capable of a great expansion.

STAY HOME AND INVEST AT 
HOME. 

Two letters received within the iast 
few days by the Manuracturers’ Rec- 
orD are worthy of a little study. A suc- 
cessful real estate agent in a growing 
town of the South writes:

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I have been in the real estate business 
here for three years and have made what 
may be classed a fair success, a comfortable 
living. But for the lack of means I cannot 
advance ag fast as I believe that I should 
and that I am capable of doing if given the 
proper backing 

My desire is to get with some hustling real 
estate concern that wants a man that will 
work and where they will give him a chance 
to make good, so that I may get an oppor- 
tunity to fully develop my ability and prove 
myself. I am in a position to furnish the 
best letters that our State can afford as to 
both my character and ability. I have had 
quite a lot of experience in advertising. I 
like this work. I like promoting. While I 
am not a college man, I have a fair educa- 
tion. My energy is my chief asset, and I am 





not afraid to tackle anything. I have a wife 
and three children; am 28 years old. 

The writer of this letter, who says 
that he has made a fair success and a 
comfortable living, is evidently restless, 
and thinks that “just over the hills” 
there is some better land where greater 
success can be obtained. Thousands of 
men have felt the same way, and some 
of them have acted on the impulse, 
sometimes to their advantage and some- 
times to their disadvantage. At times 
this move has been due to the lack of 
opportunity, but there would appear to 
be no lack of opportunity in the town in 
which this gentleman is situated. It is 
a live, growing community, and it ought 
to furnish a field for a live, active man 
such as our correspondent claims to be. 
We feel very much like saying to the 
writer of this letter, as well as to every 
other Southerner, “Stay home and hus- 
tle.” Put aside visions of other places 
and utilize every possible opportunity 
in your own city. The “acre of dia- 
monds” about which a popular lecturer 
talks is often found at home. 

The other letter is from a small town 
in Alabama. The writer of it asks for 
information regarding a company lo- 
cated in New York which is offering its 
stock for exploitation through circular- 
letters which are being widely scat- 
tered. He writes: 

Before trying to sell any of this stock I 
would like to know whether or not the un- 
dertaking is respectable and as to the integ- 
rity of the parties mentioned. This has been 
extensively advertised by circular by mail to 
merchants. 

If the South had only kept at home 
during the last 40 years the millions 
and tens of niz:vieus of dollars that its 
people have invested in purely specu- 
lative things of which they knew noth- 
ing, and had kept at home the hundreds 
of millions that it has lost in trying to 
beat Wall Street speculators in cotton, 
its wealth would be far greater than it 
is today. That any man having money 
to invest, surrounded with the limitless 
opportunities afforded by the South, 
should be tempted to regard with any 
favor the speculative stocks of unknown 
companies whose circulars flood the 
mails to catch the unwary is indeed 
surprising. Southern opportunities af- 
ford an unlimited field for Southern 
energy and Southern money. Neither 
-need go elsewhere to find profitable em- 
ployment. The South is the place where 
the men and the money of the South 
should stay.

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ELECTRICITY AS RAILWAY 
POWER. 

Especially interesting, because of the 
increasing demand for electricity as rail- 
way motive power, are some remarks 
of Mr. W. S. Murray, electrical engineer 
of the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad, delivered in a recent ad- 
dress before the New York Railroad 
Club. The company with which Mr. 
Murray is connected was one of the first 
steam lines in America to use electricty 
on part of its system ; consequently, the 
opinion of its electrical engineer partic- 
ularly commands attention because of 
long experience with the new power 
upon lines under his supervision. He 
pertinently says that “the engineer who 
serves his client the best on this ques- 
tion of electrification is the one who 
knows where to let steam alone.” This 
point is one deserving of the most mi- 
nute and careful consideration by com- 
panies contemplating a change of motive 
power from steam to electricity or by 
others who propose to build new roads. 
There is a point beyond which the use 
of steam should be declined in favor of 








electricity, but expert advice is neces- 
sary to decide which form of motive 
power should be adopted. Electricity 
has so much to commend it in cleanli- 
ness and ease of operation that the mod- 
ern tendency seems to be toward its 
adoption wherever the cost of it as 
compared with steam is not too great. 
One of the striking advantages of elec- 
tric power was particularly remarked 
upon by Mr. Murray, namely, that an 
electric locomotive does not lose speed 
in proportion to its increase of tractive 
effort as does a steam locomotive, which, 
he says, immediately suggests the elec- 
tric engine as a better form of motive 
power to move heavy freight trains on a 
fast schedule. . Another advantage of 
the electric locomotive is its ability to 
get under way and attain high speed 
quicker than a steam locomotive, to- 
gether with its maintenance of higher 
average speed. He also claimed that 
electric locomotives would accomplish a 
much greater average of miles run per 
day than would steam locomotives, this 
deduction being based upon experience 
on his own road. 

These many advantages of electricity 
have caused the greatest interest to be 
manifested in the recent accomplish- 
ments upon lines which adopted it as 
their motive power from the beginning, 
or on other roads which abandoned 
steam for it. The main hindrance, how- 
ever, to a more general use of electric 
power on railways is need for main- 
tenance of costly power plants. The 
necessity to invest large amounts of 
capital in one or more power-houses and 
electrical machinery therein has de- 
terred here and there promoters of new 
roads particularly from beginning oper- 
ations with electric cars. The economy 
of steam in handling trains on lines hav- 
ing but small traffic is so well known 
that the cost of its application to any 
particular road can be estimated imme- 
diately and with ease. Consequently, 
in several cases roads intended to be 
electrically operated started with the 
use of steam engines and have not pro- 
gressed beyond their employment, al- 
though they might have done so had 
their conditions of operation been inves- 
tigated by an engineer who was compe- 
tent to decide when it was profitable to 
adopt electricity. Naturally, conditions 
vary much on different lines, and the 
use of electricity on railroads has not 
continued long enough for engineers to 
be able to immediately decide whether 
its adoption upon any particular road 
would be advisable. Of course, it is 
known that where traffic is heavy and 
frequent it can be profitably employed, 
but then the surrounding circumstances 
must be taken into consideration, and 
until by experience a fund of general 
knowledge has been acquired from 
which to make deductions the engineer- 
ing experts will have to confine them- 
selves to studying each case in detail be- 
fore passing opinions upon the relative 
economy of steam and electricity on any 


particular road. Nevertheless, the use 


of electricity on railways is extending, 
and as the means of generating power is 
cheapened and the cost of maintenance 
is reduced in various ways, some of 
which Mr. Murray suggests, it will be 
more and more widely employed. 
Meanwhile the use of gasoline motor 
ears is winning favor, and companies 
building them find that the demand for 
this new method of operation is steadily 
growing. These cars are built of both 
light and heavy patterns, some of them 
bearing a close resemblance to a large 
omnibus automobile, while others are 
constructed upon the general plan of a 
standard railroad passenger car, and 





still others with a unique exterior form 
adapted for overcoming wind resistance 
and for excluding rain and dust. Al- 
though the heavier gasoliné motor cars 
are expensive vehicles, the fact that 
their use does not require the erection 
of power-houses causes them to be advo- 
cated by many, and doubtless their use 
will continue notwithstanding that elec- 
tricity distributed from power plants at 
fixed points along the lines is finding an 
extending sphere of usefulness. 

The advantages of electricity for use 
at urban terminals are so apparent that 
no comment is required, nor is data 
necessary to demonstrate the fact. The 
recent letting of a $5,000,000 contract by 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Co. for the 
electrical equipment of its new line into 
and through New York city speaks vol- 
umes of approval for the new power. Its 
advantages for handling trains on heavy 
grades are also familiar, and the Great 
Northern Railway Co. has testified its 
appreciation of these qualities by elec- 
trically equipping that part of its line 
crossing the summit of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. Since the electrical equipment of 
the Baltimore Belt Line in 1895, which 
demonstrated both the terminal and 
grade advantages of electric locomo- 
tives, their use has extended. Tunnels 
free from smoke and dirt and trains 
easily mounting steep grades are guar- 
anteed by the silent power. In the high- 
speed passenger lines now operating in 
ciated form of electric railway, and their 
various parts of the country are to be 
found what is popularly the most appre- 
use is extending day by day.

AND THE PEOPLE WILL PAY 
THE FREIGHT. 


The feeler sent from Washington to 
the effect that Senator Aldrich and 
Speaker Cannon had practically agreéd 
to work for the creation at this session 
of Congress of a permanent tariff com- 
mission of seven members, at an annual 
expense in salaries alone of $70,000 for 
the people of the country to pay, should 
be given the reception that it deserves. 
There is absolutely nothing about the 
proposition that can commend it to the 
country. The feeler says: 

The authors of the measure will expect 


the President to appoint men of large busi- 
ness experience to the commission, but it is 


generally considered that the first commis-, 


sion, at least a majority of it, will be com- 
posed of former members of Congress who 
fell outside the political breastworks during 
the last campaign. 

It is further announced that the Sen- 
ate is desirous of taking care of three 
of its exes and that Speaker Cannon is 
ardently seeking to find piaces for a 
couple of exes of his side of Congress, 
the presumption being that five of the 
first appointments are to be these exes 
and the other two members of the com- 
mission are to be “the experts” called 
for in the proposed measure. The feeler 
adds: 

Every facility would be given the com- 
mission for the collection of information. 
The members would travel and study both 
the tariff laws of foreign countries and the 
economic conditions obtaining there. They 
would be required to give to Congress de- 
tailed reports on the cost of production of 
the same articles in the United States and 
foreign countries, and on the relative cost 
of labor. 

There has been much talk in Congress 
recently about economy in the adminis- 
tration of the Government following a 
movement for the increase in salaries 
under the Government. Indeed, there 
is a coincident movement in the Senate 
looking to the establishment of a budget 
board or something of the kind to prune 
down appropriations. In the face of 
such an assumed attitude, how can any-

PROSPECTS OF PRINCETON. 


Results of the Coming of the Vir- 
ginian Railway. 

[Special Cor. Manufacturers’ Record. ] 

Princeton, W. Va., April 16. 

The completion of the Virginian Rail- 
way from Deepwater to tidewater has 
brought a new birth to this old town, and 
it has all at once come to be known as 
one of the most active and progressive 
cities of this most active and progressive 
State. It has hitherto been distinguished 
only as the county-seat of Mercer county, 
and upon more than one occasion has had 
to battle desperately to hold that title, as 
Bluefield, on the Norfolk & Western Rail- 
road, sought to take away the title and 
its emoluments by vote of the people. But 
by terrific effort the courthouse has been 
kept here, and now, with a railroad of its 
very own, the town will have no more 
trouble in maintaining its ancient honor 
and distinction. 

The recent visit of President Rogers 
and his friends, while greatly appreciated 
by the citizens here, really gave them no 
direct line on any of the intentions of the 
managers of the road with respect to the 
part Princeton is to play in the life of 
this great new trunk line. Many pleasant 
things were said, but there was a notice- 
able stillness pervading the atmosphere 
whenever any real information was sought 
with respect to what was intended to be 
done here beyond making this the location 
of great shifting yards. There was much 
seeking after information as to whether 
important shops would be located here, but 
nobody learned anything at all definite in 
that line. The fact that the road owns a 
fine body of land here which lies well for 
shop purposes, and which it seems must 
be for such purposes in the absence of any 
other special use that the road seems to 
have for it, has given much hope among 
the citizens that the chief shops of the road 
will be built here, thus bringing to the 
town a large force of workmen to add to 
its citizenship and help to build up its 
commercial importance. -Be the shop situ- 
ation, however, what it may, one fact is 
known, and that is, that this is to be the 
location of the shifting yards where the 
big coal trains will be made up for the 
journey eastward, and that this of itself 
will bring many persons here to take their 
places on a long and important payroll. 

Princeton lies at the eastern terminus 
of the road’s heavy grade, with a very 
heavy haul between it and the great coal 
field soon to be developed between this 
point and the Great Kanawha River. The 
105 miles this city and Deep- 
water, the western terminus of the road, 


between 


comprises one of the greatest coal fields 
on the continent, to develop which and 
carry its product to market is the reason 
of this road’s existence. The grade of the 
road as it rises from the gorges in which 
the coal is to be mined is in some places 
very steep, and the capacity of the engines 
will be measured by short trains. From 
this point on to tidewater the eastward- 
bound grade is very light, and the same 
engines will be able to draw trains of un- 
usual length and heaviness. Therefore, 
the numerous short trains coming up the 
steep grades will be stopped here and com- 
bined into a much smaller number of much 
larger trains, to be taken by several times 
fewer engines from this point to shipside. 
For the purpose of the shifting required 
in making up these trains large and con- 
venient yards are necessary, and these are 
being put in now. When completed there 
will be more than 50 miles of trackage in 
the yards, and already more than 30 miles 
of it has been laid. The natural lay of 
the land is being utilized so that most of 
the making up may be done by gravity, 
thus saving much labor on the part of the

From a sleepy, unprogressive 
old-time agricultural town it has suddenly 
sprung up into the ranks of the city, and 
a wide-awake railroad city at that. For 
in the very nature of things it must be, in 
its new nature, entirely dominated by the 
railroad element. More than Bluefield is 
to the Norfolk & Western or Thurmond to

been erected, the old-time sleepy methods 
have given way to the hustle and hurry 
of modern city life, and business is going 
with a rush altogether new to those who 
have lived here for the most of their lives. 
A census taken a year ago showed a popu- 
lation of 2700; there are at least 3500 peo- 
ple here now, and as most of the newcom- 
ers are men, many of them having families 
not yet brought here, there will be still 
further large accessions to the population 
as soon as houses can be provided to ac- 
commodate those due to come. It is fully 
expected that the population will reach 
the 5000 mark by the time of taking the 
census next year. 

In preparation for cityhood Princeton 
is about to enter upon an era of water- 
works and sewering, with their attendant 
improvements. Municipal ownership will 
probably have its innings with respect to 
the water-works, the plant to be erected 
with money raised by the sale of bonds, 
and, of course, other improvements, such 
as sewers and street paving, will be paid 
for in the With these

mer will be a veritable hummer in an in- 
dustrial way. 

As for the road itself, it seems to have 
been built primarily as a coal road, and if 
that was the object it has most certainly 
been attained. According to coal men, the 
Virginian has more coal immediately and 
exclusively tributary than either the Nor- 
folk & Western or the Chesapeake & Ohio. 
For 85 miles between this place and the 
Great Kanawha the road runs through a 
practically coal area. The 
seams are thick, the coal clean and of the 
famous Pocahontas-New River quality, 
which is absolutely unsurpassed for coke- 
making purposes, and probably unap- 
proached as a maker of steam. At all 
events, the United States Government re- 
gards it as the one best for naval uses, 


untouched 


and buys millions of tons annually for the 
navy. At least 200,000 acres of this coal 
lies tributary to the Virginian road, and 
its development will be very rapid, once 
business starts up again full blast. For 
about 10 miles the Virginian is paralleled 
by the Norfolk & Western's Widemouth 
branch, and for several miles in Raleigh 
county the Chesapeake & Ohio runs along 
with it. But the main body of the coal 
through that entire section will be moved 
The Pocahontas Con- 
solidated Collieries Co. owns some land 





through which the Virginian runs, and it, 
of course, being in some manner connected 
with the Norfolk & Western, will give that 
road its business. 

One of the big concerns owning acreage 
on the new road is the Beaver Coal Co., 
which has 48,000 acres of the best of the 
coal. Already the Slab Fork Coal Co. has 
begun operations on this tract, and within 
a short time will have mines ranking with 
the largest in the State. The Guggen- 
heims of Colorado are interested in a com- 
pany which owns 9000 acres of this coal, 
and has one big plant in operation on the 
new road. From Glen White the Virginian 
has sent a three-mile branch to the oper 
of the White Coal Co.’s plant, 
which is now turning out a large tonnage. 
This short branch will haul the product of 
at least six big operations inside the next 
The White company has 5000 


ations

acres, 

The McKinley Land Co. has a 16,000- 
acre tract on the line of the road in Ra- 
leigh county, with one operation at Heber- 
ton which is now shipping coal. The 
White Oak Fuel Co. owns 60,000 acres in 
Raleigh, Fayette and Wyoming counties, 
and will have a number of operations on 
the line of the Virginian. This company 
now has 31 operations, and is putting out 
a great deal of coal, most of which is car- 
ried by other roads. But much of its prop- 
erty has been made possible of development 
only by the Virginian, and must furnish 
its product to that road. 

On Lower Loup Creek, from the mouth 
of which the Virginian begins its flight to 
tidewater, there is a fine area of coal land, 
some 24,000 acres in extent, and this the 
Virginian alone will exploit. At Page, 
about nine miles from the western termi- 
nus, there is a large development and sev- 
eral hundred coke ovens. This operation 
has been going on for several years, and 
will be enlarged, now that the road is com- 
pleted, as soon as business conditions will 
justify. 

From this it can be easily seen that the 
Virginian has built into a coal field of sur- 
passing richness, and that the tonnage will 
be, in the nature of things, very large 
when business conditions show the im- 
provement that must come within a very 
few months. But, notwithstanding the 
great amount of tonnage that can be fur- 
nished the road from the territory already 
penetrated by its lines, the promoters are 
not yet resting on their oars, but are busy 
bringing yet other territory within the 
zone of the road’s influence. A 50-mile 
branch is to be built westward from ‘the 
main line into Wyoming and Mingo coun- 
ties, while the Winding Gulf branch, for- 
merly described in this correspondence, will 
open up 35 miles of the choicest coal terri- 
tory in the entire State. 

Now, all this coal intended for shipment 
eastward must come to Princeton in com- 
paratively light trains, because of the 
heavy grade, and the making up of the 
larger trains for the journey east over the 
unrivaled road that has been built from 
this point to tidewater will give work to 
a great many men; the engineers, firemen 
and other members of the train crews will 
number into the hundreds, and each and 
all of them will help to swell the size and 
increase the prosperity of this place. So 
that much good reason is found for the 
optimism of the people here, and much to 
justify and encourage every step taken in 
the way of public improvement and mu- 


nicipal progress. EO. BYRNE.

No other organization of power users made 
so strong or effective an impression at the 
recent conservation meetings. 

“There has recently been considerable 
discussion as to the real value of forests 
in regulating the flow of streams. Let me 
endeavor, therefore, to state to you briefly 
what I conceive to be the true state of the 
case. There are many circumstances 
which affect the flow of streams and their 
regularity. Chief among these, aside from 


natural or artificial reservoirs, are the 


amount of annual rainfall and its distri- 


bution throughout the year. The amount 
of annual rainfall varies from year to year, 
being in some years nearly double what it 
is in others. Its distribution throughout 
the season also varies, and in some years 
there are enormously heavy storms, while 
in other years an equal amount of rain 
may come more gradually. 
“Meteorological phenomena are exceed- 
ingly variable and uncertain. It is there- 
fore easy to understand why the influence 
upon the flow of the stream of the elements 
referred to should be very great and very 
variable. Extremes of flow, whether great 


droughts or heavy freshets, which occur 


only at long intervals, perhaps once in a 


generation, are generally due to excep- 
tional meteorological conditions, either

lands is twenty times as great, relatively, 


as in the Government reserves. 
“Of course, it must be realized, and at 
tention called to the fact, that the only 


justification the Government has for the 


purchase of forest reserves is to protect 


the navigation of streams. In this respect 
the forests on the mountain slopes are of 
the greatest value, for it is on these slopes 


that the erosion is greatest. In the South- 


ern Appalachians the soil is thick, and 
where unprotected by a forest cover, large 
quantities of soil are washed into the 


streams and gradually carried to the sea. 
In New England the soil is thin, and the 
effect is of a different

protecting the forests on steep mountain 
slopes in the interests of navigation. 

“Let us not be discouraged in our efforts 
to secure Government action in this im- 
portant matter. Let it not be said of us 
that we have been unable to profit by the 
experience of others, but have had to learn 
by dear experience the same lessons which 
they have learned and which we might 
have learned from them. The preservation 
of the forests will surely increase the regu- 
larity of flow of the streams, and if the 
useless destruction is not put an end to 
it will increase, and while the immediate 
effect will be small, it may in the end be 
disastrous. Let us also try to realize the 
enormous waste which is going on in our 
national resources, and aid by our influ- 
ence and example in putting a stop to it. 
And finally, let me call your attention to 
the fact that in connection with this mat- 
ter the engineer occupies an important 
position. As the man who directs the 
ereat sources of power in nature for the 
use and convenience of man, it should be 
his work to devise the means of restricting 
the waste of those resources. You as man- 


ufacturers have occasion to employ the 


services of technically-trained men in 
many lines of scientific work, in engineer- 
ing, in chemistry, and in other directions. 
Such men are the ones who ougth to be 
best qualified to detect sources of waste 
and to devise means for reducing it. The 
dependence of our prosperity as a nation 
upon the engineer as a professional man 
realized. His advice 


should be better 


should be sought in increasing degree by 


the nation, the State and by the people. 
In this way the benefits of scientific train- 
ing and discovery will be directed to this 
problem, and it is not impossible that new 
methods and discoveries may be brought 
to light which will largely reduce our enor 
mous waste and make the prospects for 
our descendants more cheerful. Most im- 
portant, however, is it that we should at 
once check useless waste and endeavor to 
realize that the demands of our duty to 
those who are to follow us are immediate 


and imperative.” 


Scope of Textile Schools, 

In his paper on the scope of the textile 
school Principal Charles H. Evans of the 
Lowell Textile School said: 

“Add to the mind of a man who has a 
knowledge of textile designing, analysis 
and weaving a thorough training in the 
processes employed in the manufacture of 
woolen worsted, cotton and yarns of other 
fibers, an understanding of the underlying 
principles of chemistry applied in dyeing 
of fibers, yarns and fabrics, also of the 
methods employed in producing the stand- 
modifications for 


ard finishes and their 


fabrics, a working knowledge of engineer- 
ing applicable in the textile industry, and 
to all this an appreciative sense of that 
which is fine and elevating from an artistic 
standpoint, and you have a person capable 
of attaining greater results, of producing 
more for the world’s good and adding to 
the material value of the world’s goods 
than he could have done had he known 
but one branch of work, with no knowl- 


edge of its relation to others through 
which the material is carried, 
“In one case you have a man capable of 


expansion in all lines, or the development 


of efficiency in any 


to the highest degree 
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one line, while on the other hand you have 
a man with only a limited field of useful- 
ness. In the former case you have a man 
of broad mind and views, and in the latter 
generally restricted 


one of narrow and 


views on nearly aH matters. A man with 
a restricted horizon of mind and action is 
a stumbling-block in any industry, and we 
doubt if the textile industry can afford to 
tolerate any training which results in pro- 
ducing any but the broadest minds. 

“I think you all will agree with me that 
one who is to enter the business of manu- 
facturing cotton yarns or fabrics must 
necessarily have as a foundation a work- 
ing knowledge of all of these subjects. His 
suecess along any particular line will de- 
pend largely upon his concentrating into 
his chosen work his knowledge and train- 
ing in all lines. 

“It is for the textile school then to train 
young men to think clearly and broadly, 
to act with system and force, to develop 
themselves ready for the mill and shop 
which is to mold them to the highest effi- 
ciency, according to their particular de- 
mands and needs. The mill, shop and com- 
mercial world can do this part of the train- 
ing far better than can any school. A cer- 
tain part of the development can be best 
done in the school, a part can be done 
It is not the 
idea of the school to attempt that which 
can be best taught by experience. A school 
Do not 


only in the practical world. 


cannot give experience. under- 
stand this to be an argument for all theory 
and no practice in textile schools ; far from 
it. The systematic acquisition of facts 
pertaining to the textile processes and ma- 
chines can best be obtained in the school, 
and this information can be given in con- 
junction with machine work as a means 
of developing the young man’s mind and 
causing him to think and act for himself, 
or they can be taught as bare facts per- 
taining to a particular machine or process 
and the man becomes an automaton or a

“The school tends to counteract in the 
mind of the strictly practical man the nar- 
row influence which is bound to be felt by 
anyone in a restricted line of work. It 
will help him to see the problems of an- 
other department, and may show him the 
influence of good or bad work of his de- 
partment upon the other. It helps to im- 
press upon him the necessity of his own 
high efficiency. It has a broadening and 
a restraining influence. It develops in him 
the powers which might otherwise lie dor- 
mant, and helps him to put them to prac- 
tical use. It is, therefore, educational in 
the truest sense. It is the drawing out, 
developing and making of economic value, 
the raw material of an untrained mind.”

WHAT NEGLECT OF DAIRYING COSTS THE SOUTH 


By W. L. GLESSNER. 
[Written for the Manufacturers’ Record.] 


Twenty-three millions four hundred and 
thirty thousand nine hundred and forty- 
one pounds. 

Seven millions eight hundred and fifty 
thousand seven hundred and five dollars. 

A pretty 
value. 

That is the amount and value of cream- 
ery butter imported from the North into 50 


neat amount in weight and 


Southern cities during the fiscal year of 
1905-1906, according to the twenty-fourth 
annual report of the United States Agri- 
cultural Department. 

Of this amount of creamery butter, At- 
lanta handled 630,000 pounds, 
380,000, Macon 97,740, Savannah 96,900, 


Augusta 
Valdosta 102,750, making a total of 1,307,- 
490 pounds handled in five Georgia cities, 
which, at an average of 30 cents per pound, 
amounts to $392,247. 

As the amount given above is only that 
handled by five cities in Georgia, it is safe 
to assume that Georgia sends out to the 
North not less than $1,000,000 per year 
for creamery butter. 

But this is not all. 

This same official report says that these 
same 50 Southern cities in the same period 
imported from the North 7,162,701 pounds 
of renovated butter, at a cost of $1,862,- 
302 ; 41,582,545 pounds of cheese, at a cost 





for dairy products in one year, an aver- 
age of nearly $500,000 to the city. 

It is estimated that after allowing the 
cost of feeding the cows ($45 per cow), if 
these dairy products were produced in the 
South there would remain a profit of $14,- 


652,727, or over $250,000 to the city. 
That 12,504 dairy farms, or an average 


of 246 farms per city, with 15 cows to the 
farm, would be required to supply these 
products. 

That after allowing for the cost of the 
feed there would remain a profit of $1191 
farm (the by-products—calves, skim 
milk, manure, ete. 


per

And all this to supply only 50 cities. 

What a great and profitable field is here 
opened, and one in which no great amount 
of capital is required to operate. 

But are these estimates correct, and can 
this field be profitably occupied? 

Let us look around us and see.

There are few sections better adapted to 
profitable dairying, when 


properly con- 


ducted, than Georgia. It has a mild cli- 
mate, a long pasture season, cheap land, 
and feed crops can be raised much cheaper 
than in the great dairy sections of the 
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North, with a market at the door. That 
feed is much cheaper in Georgia than in 
the North is proven by the fact that the 
United States Department of Agriculture 
figures the cost of feed at $45 per cow, 
while the records of the Georgia Experi- 
ment Station show the 
Georgia to be $35.88. 
There are hundreds of farmers in Geor-

farms, from which they could realize a 
good profit and at the same time improve 


their farms. With improved implements

Observing men who have lived in the 
St. Francis and Yazoo deltas for 20 to 50 
years, and are thoroughly acquainted with 
its drainage, say that 90 to 95 per cent. of 
it can be put in cultivation readily—more 
than 60 per cent. of it without any artifi- 
cial drainage, and the cost of draining will 
be 15 to 20 per cent. less than that of 
irrigation. 

The draining already done in and along 
the St. Francis Delta, where the lumber 
men have cleared out the timber, has al- 
ready shown the great possibilities in the 
drainage of these cut-over timber lands. 
One point in view to emphasize this fact: 
Edgar M. Haffner of Bloomington, IIL, 
purchased some two years ago 500 acres in 
the St. Francis Delta at about $8 to $10 
per acre, which was put under cultivation. 
Ile has repeatedly refused $75,000 for his 
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land. ‘Today there is a steady stream of 
colonization from Ohio, Illinois and Min- 
nesota to these delta lands, and the de- 
mand for cleared farm lands far exceeds 
the supply. 

“We have contiguous to Memphis,” re- 
marked President S. M. Williamson of the 
Itusiness Men’s Club, “two rich deltas, 
comprising 7,000,000 acres, which only 
need to be drained to produce one of the 
richest garden spots on the American con- 
tinent. Most of these lands were bought 
by lumber men for $2 to $4 per acre. 
When cleared and put under cultivation 
they will be worth from $45 to $65 per 
acre, and I am putting my figures low at 
that. Here, then, is a land value which 
runs into many millions dollars, which 
will in time afford splendid homes for 
many farmers and agriculturists in the 
vreat West and Northwest, provided some 
practical plans are put into operation for 
draining these two deltas.” 

These rich, productive and alluvial del- 
tas, not only contiguous to Memphis, but 
in other sections along the Mississippi 
basin, must perforce draw the attention of 
our farseeing statesmen to the fact that 
more agricultural lands will be needed to 
support the fast-growing population of our 
country. With such immense bodies of 
land contained in the St. Francis and Ya- 
zoo deltas, awaiting the proper drainage 
to work 7,000,000 of acres productive, and 
affording farms and homes for many thou- 
sand cultivators of the soil, there should 
be no searcity of food or other supplies. 
No greater object-lesson could be given to 
reclamation of cut-over timber lands than 
by the drainage of the St. Francis and 
Yazoo deltas, which would yield in money 
returns to Memphis many millions of dol- 
lars, besides affording homes and employ- 
ment to the toiling masses who earn their 
living by the sweat of their brove

NEW ORLEANS IMPROVEMENTS. 


Financing the Water, Sewerage and 
Drainage System's Work. 
[Special Cor. Manufacturers’ Record.] 

New Orleans, La., April 23. 

An offer of $2,000,000 of public im- 
provement bonds, the proceeds of which 
are to be applied to extending the water, 
sewerage and drainage systems of New 
Orleans, made by the Sewerage and Water 
Board of New Orleans, calls attention to 
the magnitude of the work New Orleans 
has done to date in providing a most com- 
prehensive and up-to-date triple system 
of water-works, sewers and drainage mains 
and canals, with the pumping plans neces- 
sary to carry off sewerage and storm 
water, made necessary by the flatness of 
the topography and the absence of natural 
drainage. It also reveals an interesting 
and ingenious plan for making the funds 
available do the greatest amount of work 
in the completion of the plant at the earli- 
est practicable day. The present offering 
of $2,000,000 bonds is a part of an issue 
of $8,000,000 of 4 per cent. bonds, author- 
ized by amendment to the Constitution of 
Louisiana by a vote of 7 to 1 at an elec- 
tion held in November, 1906. This issue 
of $8,000,000 was made mandatory, the 
bonds to bear date of January 1, 1907, and 
to be payable at the option of the city of 
New Orleans any time between January 
1, 1928, and January 1, 1942. By the 
terms of a subsequent constitutional 
amendment, adopted in November of last 
year, also by a vote of almost 7 to 1, the 
city was authorized to pay on the first 
$4,000,000 of the issue a commission of 
not exceeding 6 per cent. This because 
of the difficulty encountered during 1907- 
1908 in selling 4 per cent. municipal bonds 
at par net, which the law required. The 
Sewerage and Water Board advertised the 
sale of $4,000,000 of these bonds some 





weeks ago, but was surprised to find no 
bids. As local bankers omitted to submit 
bids for any part of the $4,000,000 issue, 
it was thought this attitude on their part 
may have influenced outside brokers ad- 
versely. 

The proposition now is to offer only 
$2,000,000 of the bonds to cover immediate 
necessities and pending the time when a 
renewed inquiry for municipal seccurities 
may come about, and the local banks are 
now arranging to submit bids, one institu- 
tion in fact (the Hibernia Bank & Trust 
Co.), having signified an intention of bid- 
ding for the entire amount, and the bids 
of others will be for at least half the issue. 

The present up-to-date systems of water, 
sewerage and drainage were inaugurated 
in conformity with the constitutional pro- 
visions of an act of the Legislature of 
1899, ratified by a vote of the taxpayers 
of the city. For the purpose of making 
these improvements an issue of $12,000,- 
000 4 per cent. bonds was made, maturing 
July 1, 1950. 
and retirement of these bonds, and also 


To provide for the interest 


to secure a surplus fund for further ex- 
tensions of the water, sewerage and drain- 
age systems, a two-mill tax was provided 
and the one-half surplus of a 1 per cent. 
city debt tax was made available for the 
purpose. By a system of delay in the 
period of construction, making the work 
to extend over eight years’ time and hold- 
ing back the delivery of the bonds until 
the proceeds were required for actual con- 
struction, thus increasing the amount of 
surplus from the two-mill tax and the half 
surplus of the 1 per cent. debt tax, there 
has been made available for constructive 
purposes $16,956,202. 

The water-works system is in operation, 
with two immense water purification and 
pumping plants, and with mains and pipes 
laid in 500 miles of streets, and the city is 
being served with clear, filtered water 
from the Mississippi River. The expendi 
ture on the system to date is about 
$7,000,000, 

The sewerage system, laid in streets ag- 
gregating over 300 miles and including 
three central pumping stations and six sub- 
stations, with three force mains, carrying 
the sewerage to the Mississippi River, has 
been constructed at a cost of nearly $5,- 
000,000. There are still to be laid, prin- 
cipally in extensions, some 75 miles of 
sewers, to serve all the built-up portion of 
the city. The system is so constructed as 
to make each “area” available for service 
as soon as the submains and laterals are 
laid and connected. 

About 45 per cent. of the drainage sys 
tem, including 50 miles of covered and 
lined, opened and unlined and timber-lined 
canals, with a central power station and 
seven pumping stations, has been com- 
pleted at a cost of over $5,000,000, 

It was early evident that to make the 
connections with the sewerage and water 
systems required by the law to be paid for 
by the Sewerage and Water Board $2,000,- 
000 more than would accrue from the $12,- 
000,000 bond issue and the surplus of the 
two-mill tax and the half surplus of the 1 
per cent. debt tax up to January, 1909, 
would be necessary, and that fully $6,000,- 
000 would be needed to complete the drain- 
age system as originally designed, includ- 
ing canals, additional power and addi- 
tional pumping capacity ; while the surplus 
of the two-mill tax and the half surplus 
of the 1 per cent. debt tax would eventu- 
ally provide funds for this work, it would 
carry it over so many years that the board 
conceived the plan of capitalizing $8,000,- 
000 of the surplus remaining after pay- 
ing the interest on the $12,000,000 public 
improvement bonds, and under this plan 
the $8,000,000 bond issue mentioned previ- 
ously herein was authorized. 


Figures prepared by the board show 





that even should there be no increase 
whatever in the assessed valuation of the 
city, there would be ample revenues to re- 
tire the whole of the $8,000,000 issue by 
1942, after the present bonded indebted 
ness of the city has all been extinguished 
and the interest on the $12,000,000 public 
improvement bonds and the $8,000,000 new 
public improvement bonds has been paid. 
As a matter of fact, the increase in the 
assessed vahuation of the city has been 
more than 6 per cent. per annum in recent 
years, and there is every reason to believe 
the rate of increase will become greater 
year by year for some time. Taking, how 


ever, the ratio of 3% per cent., which was 
the average annual increase from 1880 to 
1903, in St, Louis, Boston, Baltimore, 
Cleveland, Buffalo, San Francisco, Cin- 
cinnati, Pittsburg and New Orleans, there 
would be an accumulation of available 
revenues from the two-mill tax and the 
half surplus of the 1 per cent. debt tax, 
amounting to $77,454,983 by 1942. Of 
this, $15,360,000 would be required to pay 
the interest on the $12,000,000 bond issue 
up to the date of retirement, leaving about 
$62,000,000 to provide for payment of the 
interest on and the redemption of the 
$8,000,000 bond issue and the extension 
of the water, sewerage and drainage sys 
tems to correspond with the growth of the 
city. After July 1, 1942, the proceeds of 
the 1 per cent. debt tax are dedicated to 
the retirement of the $12,000,000 issue. 
With such a basis for the $8,000,000 
issue to rest upon, it is the belief of the 
board that the entire $8,000,000 issue 
would have been eagerly sought for at par 
had conditions throughout the financial 
world remained as they were prior to Ox

The plan inaugurated two years ago by 
the Government for the purchase of coal 
on its heating value has resulted in the de-

the present time 40 departmental buildings 
n Washington, the Panama Railroad, 
more than 300 public buildings throughout 
the United States, navy-yards and arsenals 
are buying their fuel supplies on specifica- 
tions the prime element in which fixes the 
imount of ash and moisture. 

Premiums are paid for any decrease of 
ish below 2 per cent. from the standard at 
a rate of one cent per ton for each per cent.

It has been demonstrated by the United 
States Geological Survey, technologic

Suggestions of Profit in Bringing

“Since my arrival in the South for the 
purpose of inspecting the lands recently 


purchased by the American Pecan Co., 
which has its headquarters at Waycross, 
Ga., and viewing the lands throughout 
Southern Georgia and Florida I have been 
impressed with one great problem which 
at present does not seem to have been satis- 
factorily solved. It is that of clearing 
lands for cultivation and removing stumps 
quickly and at small cost. There are hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres all through the 
South of what is known as cut-over timber 
lands, which have been stripped of all the 
fine trees worth cutting, and which land is 
not considered of much value at the pres- 
ent time. The pine stumps left standing 
are rich in turpentine and other products. 
It has been conservatively estimated that 
over $5 worth of raw products can be ex- 
tracted from the average pine stump, and 
there are turpentine plants near here that 
all the stumps they can secure.

Lriefly outlined, the changes in the con- 


tract and rules are as follows. They elimi- 


nate from delivery on future contract all 


stained cotton below middling in grade 


and all tinged cotton below low middling, 


and still further eliminate from delivery 


cotton of the present type of good ordinary. 
This latter restriction will be accomplished 


either by making strict good ordinary on 


the present type the lowest grade deliver- 


able, or by adopting permanent type stand- 
ards in which good ordinary shall be the 


full equivalent of the present strict good 


ordinary grade. Thus limited, the range 


of deliverable cotton will include only 


grades that are unquestionably spinnable, 
merchantable and desirable, and cotton of 
a value readily ascertainable in the open 


market. The contract will, therefore af- 


ford ample protection to the buyer, and 
will be entirely fair to the seller. It will 
offer no collateral inducements to the buyer 
or to the seller, but will properly serve as 


a medium of transfer between the two.

“The plans heretofore outlined,” says 
President Thompson, “when carried out, 
will go far toward restoring New Orleans

Plain business advan 
tages will attract cotton to this market, 
to the great good of the market of the 


city and of the cotton trade But these 


plans will fall short of their logical prom 


ise if, after cotton has been attracted 


hither, it meets with excessive and burden 
some charges for handling and storing.

departure is made from the long continued,
